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Mary Enid Haines is the director of the Early Music Ensembles at the Faculty of Music, University of Toronto. She 
is recognized as a leading interpreter of baroque and classical song in recital, oratorio and opera. She has made solo 
appearances with ensembles in Europe, New Zealand and Canada, including the Aradia Ensemble, the Tafelmusik 
Baroque Orchestra and Choir, Musick Fyne and the Kitchener Renaissance Singers and the Oshawa and Windsor 
Symphonies. She has performed in Europe and across Canada in numerous festivals including the Vancouver Early 
Music Festival, the Festival de Musique Ancienne in Quebec City, Musique Royale, Hornby Island Festival, Quinte 
Summer music, Stratford Summer Music and the Saugeen Bach Festival. Ms. Haines is heard regularly on CBC 
radio and has recorded for ebs Germany, IBS Canada and Naxos. In addition to having an active performing career, 
Ms. Haines is a specialist in vocal pedagogy. Since 1999 she has worked as the singing voice specialist at the Voice 
Disorders Clinic at St. Michael’s Hospital. 


Assistant director of the Early Music Ensembles, John Edwards teaches lute and coaches instrumental and vocal 
ensembles at the Faculty of Music, University of Toronto. Though he has been heard in continuo groups of the 
National Arts Centre Orchestra, the Canadian Opera Company, the Indianapolis Baroque Orchestra, Tafelmusik and 
Publick Musick, lutenist John Edwards mostly likes accompanying songs. With soprano Hallie Fishel he leads The 
Musicians in Ordinary, an ensemble dedicated to the song and small vocal ensemble repertoire of the Renaissance 
and Baroque periods. The Musicians in Ordinary have performed throughout Canada, the United States and England, 
with appearances at the Boston and Bloomington Early Music Festivals, the Guelph Spring Festival and the Red 
River Festival in Winnipeg. Mr. Edwards was praised by the Boston Globe for his “sensitive accompaniment” and 
described in the Herald-Times as “a smooth operator on both lute and theorbo:. A frequent guest lecturer, Mr. 
Edwards has also written for the Globe and Mail and Oxford Univesity Press’s journal Early Music. He has been 
heard on CBC radio, seen on Bravo and City TV and has recorded for the Oasis, Marquis and Naxos labels. 


Since playing her first CBC gig at the age of 20, Alison Melville’s career as a soloist, chamber musician and orches- 
tral player has taken her across Canada from Whitehorse to St. John’s to the United States, Iceland, Japan, New 
Zealand and Europe. A member of Toronto Consort and Ensemble Polaris, she regularly plays with Tafelmusik and 
appears frequently with other groups and festivals across North America. With over twenty CD’s to her credit, 
including two critically-acclaimed solo recordings, she has been involved in five new CD projects since September, 
and will be recording a solo disc of 18th century Scottish music for traverso and recorder next spring. Besides her 
work at the Faculty of Music, Alison is an Assistant Professor at the Oberlin Conservatory of Music in the United 
States. 


Michael Jarvis has been critically acclaimed for his performances as a harpsichordist, fortepianist and continuo 
player. He has performed throughout Canada, England, Italy, the United States and Bermuda, and with some of 
Canada’s leading orchestras and chamber ensembles. He is Artistic Director of the period instrument group, The 
Baroque Players of Hamilton, and is the Director of Music at St. Joseph’s Church, Hamilton, as well as the conductor 
of the Mowhawk College Singers (a 75-voice choral society). Mr. Jarvis has broadcast on CBC and National Public 
Radio in the United States, and has recorded two nationally televised programs, “A Baroque Christmas”, and “A 
Baroque Easter”. Mr. Jarvis can be heard on the Hungaroton, ATMA, Naxos, Solitudes, and Avalon labels. He has 
performed at the Guelph Spring, Elora, and Saugeen Bach Festivals as well as the Festival of the Sound. He teaches 
harpsichord at Wilfrid Laurier University and Havergal College.
